NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


An Internal Affairs Bureau team comprised of Lieutenant Todd Weber, Sergeants Louis 
Vigil and Julien Olivier, responded to Palmdale Station to conduct a force review 
following the use of a TASER during the arrest of Suspect John Metcalf. Suspect 
Metcalf was diagnosed with a fractured left rib after the arrest. 


SUMMARY: 


On September 22, 2014, members of the COPS Bureau, Parole Compliance Team 
One, responded m — 2: Avenue R, Unit Е | in the city of Palmdale to apprehend 
and arrest Suspect John Metcalf. Suspect Metcalf had an AB109 Parolee Absconder 
warrant for his arrest and was one of three suspects included in the team’s Operations 
Plan for this date. The team conducted a briefing prior to responding to the locations 
listed in the plan. The briefing included information pertaining to the suspects and 
locations listed in the plan. Members of the team were also given individual 
assignments and duties. Refer to Exhibit “A,” Operation Plan, dated 9/18/14.

Suspect Metcalf was on probation due to an arrest for robbery and had an outstanding 
felony no bail warrant for 3455(B) PC under Warrant Number REV4PR0576901, issued 
on September 2, 2014. On September 10, 2014, Suspect Metcalf ran from the Parole 
Compliance Team when they attempted to arrest him. Refer to Exhibit “B,” Warrant 
#REV4PR0576901. 


When the team arrived at Suspect Metcalf's residence, Deputy Phillips knocked on the 
front door and announced “Sheriffs Department, Parole search.” As the announcement 
was made, Deputy Hobbs saw an adult male look out the front northwest window and 
immediately heard the sound of someone running towards the rear of the residence.

Deputy Phillips began to force the front door open, using a ram. The door opened, but 
was blocked from the inside with furniture that was placed prior to this incident. 


Sergeant [IB Deputies J Hobbs, and Phillips repositioned themselves on 
the west side door of the location as the other team members remained at their 
containment positions. 


While they stood at the west side door, they heard female voices. The females opened 
the side door and exited. They told the deputies that Suspect Metcalf was alone in the 
location and had ran towards the rear bedroom when they knocked at the front door.

Deputy EE said the team approached the front of the location as they trained, in 
a tactical manner. “Knock and Notice” announcements were made and he heard what 
sounded like people running. At that point the situation became emergent and he 
believed Suspect Metcalf would discard contraband or run out the back door, so they 
attempted to breach the front door. As they attempted to breach the front door, they 
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realized the door was blocked with furniture апа items, and they could not enter. They 
repositioned themselves at the side door. 


Deputy EEE said as they arrived at the side door, two females opened the side 
door and exited.

Оер У as he was in the east bedroom, he saw that it was cluttered and 
dark. As he looked into the closet, he saw Suspect Metcalf almost in a fetal position, 
trying to hide and covering his face with both hands. Deputy Ml ut his hand 
gun away, grabbed his TASER and said, "Hey let me see your hands." Suspect Metcalf 
got up and ran out of the closet. As Suspect Metcalf ran, Deputy wm 
“Hey, stop." Deputy 000 ctivated his TASER at Suspect Metcalf, striking him 
on his right side and back. Suspect Metcalf immediately fell to the ground but continued 
kicking or trying to get back up.

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SUSPECT INTERVIEW: 


On September 22, 2014, at 0847 hours, Lieutenant Larry Gregg, Palmdale Station 
Watch Commander, interviewed Suspect John Metcalf at Palmdale Regional Medical 
Center. The interview was video recorded. Transcripts of this interview are included in 
this casebook. Refer to Exhibit “E,” video of interview. 


Suspect Metcalf said he was hiding in the closet and heard the deputies telling him to 
come out. He believed the deputies were not able to see him, so he thought he could 
get away. He said he was TASED when he exited the closet. 


Suspect Metcalf said his only injuries were tenderness to his ribs and the TASER hooks 
that embedded to his body. He had an old wound on his right arm that he said was self- 
inflicted after hearing the news that his passed away, prior to this incident. 


On September 22, 2014, at approximately 1630 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Louis Vigil and Julien Olivier interviewed Suspect Metcalf. This interview 
was conducted at Palmdale Station jail and was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Metcalf said deputies went to his residence earlier in the day, looking for him. 
When he heard the deputies outside, he hid and the closet. As the deputies entered the 
residence, they found him in the closet and he complied with their orders to step out. 

He stepped out of the closet with his hands up and was immediately TASED. As he 
laid on the ground, he felt the deputies kicking him in the left rib area as he was TASED 
three or four times. Suspect Metcalf said all six deputies were kicking him as he lay on 
the ground. He was kicked four or five times before he was handcuffed. After being 
handcuffed, he was placed in the back seat of a patrol car. 


Suspect Metcalf later in the interview said deputies kicked him on both sides of his ribs, 
after he was handcuffed. He said he was cooperative and did not resist. 


Suspect Metcalf indicated the laceration on his right wrist and elbow occurred two days 
prior this incident. He said he punched through glass after hearing his [passed 
away. 

Suspect Metcalf said he used methamphetamine three days prior to this incident.

After a few minutes, the entry team entered the residence in a tactical manner as 
they train. They entered slowly and cleared rooms methodically. Sergeant 

described the interior of the residence as cluttered and dark. He noticed a small dog 
running around, and the windows were covered. 


Sergeant 2:0 prior to entering the rear hallway, Deputy Phillips made 


announcements ordering Suspect Metcalf to exit. Suspect Metcalf did not answer or 
comply. The team continued to search the rooms connected to the hallway. 
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Sergeant entered the east bed room first, and Deputy MN No oen 
behind him. The room was dark and cluttered with items on the floor like a bicycle, 
television and а fan. As Sergeant lll vas scanning the room with his flashlight 
attached to his weapon, he heard movement behind him and Deputy EEE say, 
“Stop stop let me see your hands.” As Sergeant turned, he saw Suspect 
Metcalf running out of the closet, going past Deputy and then he heard the 
TASER being activated twice. Sergeant EN. Suspect Metcalf fall onto the floor, 
between the room they were in and the hallway.

Suspect Metcalf was wanted 
on a “Parolee at Large” warrant and had ran from law enforcement on a prior occasion 
during a similar operation. 


Deputy Hobbs said the team approached the front door and made the standard knock 
and notice. As they attempted to breach the front door, they realized the door was 
blocked with furniture and items, and they could not enter. The team then responded to 
the side door by the carport. After family members exited the residence, 
announcements were made. Deputy Hobbs and the team then entered the residence. 


Deputy Hobbs said the interior of the residence was dark as they entered in a tactical 
manner. As the team was clearing the rear of the residence, Deputy Hobbs was 
standing in the hallway past the east bedroom (room Deputy Ec Sergeant 
lentered). Deputy Hobbs heard “rustling noises,” a TASER being deployed and 
somebody say, “Stop Kicking.” He then heard the ratcheting sound of the handcuffs. 


Deputy Hobbs said he never turned around, and stayed focused on the un-cleared rear 
room. 


Deputy Hobbs said no other force was used on Suspect Metcalf after he was 
handcuffed. 


Deputy Hobbs did not see any injuries on Suspect Metcalf. 
The photographs used during this interview are included with Deputy Hobbs' transcripts.

Deputy James Phillips 

On June 24, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Louis Vigil and Todd Knight 
interviewed Deputy James Phillips. The interview was conducted at the Santa Clarita 
Sheriff's Station and was digitally audio recorded. 

Deputy Phillips authored a supplemental report, documenting the event and his actions. 
He said his report is a truthful and accurate account of the incident. Refer to Exhibit 
“С,” page 8. 
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Deputy Phillips has been a member of the Parole Compliance Team since November of 
2010. On September 22, 2014, his team participated in a briefing where the mission 
and locations where discussed. Deputy Phillips and his team then responded to 

East Avenue А, Оп to arrest Suspect John Metcalf. Suspect Metcalf was wanted 
on a “Parolee at Large” warrant and had run from law enforcement on a prior occasion. 


Deputy Phillips said the team approached the front of the location as they trained, in a 
tactical manner. Deputy Phillips knocked on the front door and announced, "Sheriff's 
Department, parole search." Deputy Phillips heard Deputy Smith say the suspect just 
peeked through the front window and heard running inside towards the rear of the 
location. 


Deputy Phillips and the team positioned themselves at the side door and ordered 
Suspect Metcalf to exit. As they stood at the side door, two females had exited. One of 
the females said Suspect Metcalf had ran to back of the location. They were also told 
their disabled [Eas in the living room. 


Deputy Phillips said they made announcements ordering Suspect Metcalf to exit, then 
made entry into the location. Deputy Phillips saj еа in tactical manner, 
clearing rooms systematically. They found the == in the living room, so they 
stopped and held the rear hallway. Once they assisted the elderly male out, they made 
more announcements for Suspect Metcalf to surrender. 


Deputy Phillips said the interior of the location was dark and cluttered with makeshift 
beds. 


Deputy Phillips and the team proceeded clearing the rooms down the hallway. As 
Deputy AR an Sergeant [entered the east bedroom, Deputy Hobbs 
covered the rear bedroom as he (Deputy Phillips) stood in the hallway. 


Deputy Phillips said he heard a commotion coming from the room Deputy И 
and Sergeant [had entered. Someone yelled, “Hey stop,” and a TASER was 
activated. Deputy Phillips then saw Suspect Metcalf fall out of the bedroom, onto the 
hallway floor. Deputy Phillips heard someone yell, “Stop,” as he attempted to handcuff 
Suspect Metcalf. He noted the TASER had stopped at this point, but Suspect Metcalf 
started to kick at Deputy MN attempt to crawl out the room. He then heard 
someone yell, “Stop kicking," and the TASER activated again." 


Deputy Phillip said he told Suspect Metcalf to stop kicking and place his hands behind 
his back. Suspect Metcalf was then handcuffed without further incident. 


Deputy Phillips said no other force was used on Suspect Metcalf after he was 
handcuffed. 
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Deputy Phillips did not see any injuries on Suspect Metcalf nor did he make any 
allegation of force to him.

SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Suspect Metcalf was transported to Palmdale Regional Medical Center (38600 Medical 
Center Drive, Palmdale, 661-382-500). Suspect Metcalf was examined and treated by 
Emergency Room Staff, Doctor Kevin Chamas. Suspect Metcalf was treated fora 
fractured left (tenth) rib, and TASER dart punctures (right deltoid and upper lateral chest 
area). After receiving treatment, Suspect Metcalf was approved for booking (Ok to 
book). 

IAB Note: Suspect Metcalf had old scabbed abrasions to the top of his head, 

upper lip and left knee. 


On September 22, 2014, Sergeant Louis Vigil, Internal Affairs Bureau, described the 
use of force to Doctor Chamas. Doctor Chamas said the injuries sustained by Suspect 
Metcalf were consistent with being TASED and falling. Doctor Chamas said Suspect 
Metcalf never mentioned any other injuries or alleged being assaulted by deputies 
during the arrest.
